The people of the country are stinting themselves to 
buy liberty bonds and savings certificates. They are wear- 
ing last year’s clothes and limiting the amount of food and 
fuel they use to the smallest necessities. This they are 
doing gladly, but they will not make sacrifices so gladly 
if they find that vast sums of money are being wasted by 
inefficient government employes. 

One of the big items that is now being questioned is 
the enormous telegraphic expense that is being incurred. 
In every section of the country men are given authority to 
send telegrams at government expense, and much is being 
done by wire that might be done by letter. 

Less than ten days ago, and that is merely represen- 
tative, a man in the employ of the government sent out 

“telegrams,:at government expense, to prevent men from 
attending business meeting over which he had no author- 
ity and about which he should have had no concern.
